A serious attempt is bfein;; made to have 


the tax on alcohol for use in the arts re- 
pealed. 


A congressional committee is in session 


in New York city listening to the argu- 
ments of those who favor such a repeal. 
The committee consists of Senators Platt 
oi Coimeciicut, A.drich of Rhode Island 
•nd Jones of Arkansas, and Representa- 
tives Evans of Kentucky, Russell of Con- 
necticut and McMillin of Tennessee. As j 
an indication of the business enterprises i 
•which are interested in this free alcohol 
question, the fact is cited that there were 
present at the first meeting of the com- 
mittee representatives of an insulating 
company, a 
turpentine 
company, a 


Tarnish establishment, an electric fuse 
manufactory, a chemical establishment 
and a linseed oil mill. The patent medi- 
cine houses which use alcohol in their 
remedies are also interested in the inquiry 
by the committee. 
UThe advocates of free alcohol for tbe 
arts and sciences advance a number .of 
strong arsrumsnts. The opening address 
tvas made by a representative of the 
United States Export association, who 
declared that ar»peal of the tax on al- 
cohol used iu the arts would cause a re- 
duction in the cost, and consequently in 
tl e price to the consumer of the article 
in the manufaoture of which the alcohol 
is used. Free alcohol would cause grain 
nlconol to supplant wood alcohol and 
o'hor cheap 
substitutes; lowering the 


cost would enable domestic manufact- 
urers to compete with foreign inanuf'act- 
u 'ers; and by increasing the 
demand 


ivould induce a larger production of alco-e 


N«w Orleans reports a heavy falling off 
n tile number of cases ot yellow fever, 
and will therefore discontinue the daily 
bulletins ID regard to the progress of the 
epidemic. Mobile reports three new cases, 
but tho disease will probably disappear 
witn the advance of winter wherever it 
has been prevalent in the South. The 
discontinuance of the yellow fever bulle- j 
tins from New Orleans is undoubtedly 
prompted by business considerations. Tbe 
bulletins are looked upon locally as ad- 
vertisements of the fact that the fever ex- 
ists in the city, and it is believed that 
they operate to the injury of business.

hill ha\e instituted. The w.ise earners in 
the shoe towns cannot be expected to 
subsist OK nothing.

A TRANSCRIPT representative has mafle 


atour among the merchant!! of this city 
ana interviewed eome of those who are 
connected with the trading stamp agency 
and a few who are not. The reporter's 
questions were about as follows: What 
do you think of the criticisms that are 
prevalent about trading stamps ? Do you 
like the plan and its results ? Are you go- 
ing to stay in it ? Do you know of any 
legal steps against it? 


The first merchant visited was Edwin 


Barnard of Barnard & Co. and his views 
were as follows. "I think that the criti- 
cisms in the various newspapers 
are 


wholly uncalled for. The business is on 
the same plan as that carried out by the 
oo-operative stores. It is giving a certain 
percentage for cash. Moreover, there has 
just been a decision at Lowell in favor of 
the business. It has helped my business 
very much since it induces people to pay 
cash. It is also a good way of advertising. 
Most of the kicking is done by those 
who do not have contracts. I will stay 
in it tor a year at least and know no legal 
stepB being taken against it. 


Mr. Isbell of the Wilson house drug 


store was the next man seen. 
He said 


that he had not noticed that the trading 
stamps made ranch difference, it any, in 
his business. H« said a few customers 
would ask for the stamps. 
He sup- 


posed the business was all right, but had 
not paid much attention to what was 
said. 


P. N. Ray was the nexfr man seen. He 


said that the criticisms were uncalled for 
and unjust. 
The plan, in big opinion 


was a capital one, since he had found it 
an excellent way to make people pay 


cash. 
He had signed a contract for a 


year and intended to stand by it. 
Let 


those people who were howling about its 
illegality prove their statements. 
The 


local agency were ready to stand by their 
patrons. Mr. Eav knew of no legal steps 
being taken against the concern locally. 


W. J. Taylor, upon being interviewedi 


said that the talk and criticisms concerning 
the giving out of stamps was a, lot of bosh. 
He agreed with Mr, Barnard that it was 
on the same plan as the co-operative 
business and therefore as legal. He tad 
found it a way to induce people to pay 
cash for their purchases and said that a 
large part of his customers called for 
stamps. 
The number that called 
for 


stamps was increasing daily. He would 
continue with the agency and knew of 
no legal ste'ps being taken against it in 
this city. 


F. L. Tilton thought that the business 


was perfectly legal and although he would 
not see so great effects in his business as 
other merchants would, yet he had found 
it a good means of advertising and was 
satisfied with it as far as it hod gone. 


W. V. Burdett said that he thought 


there was no call for the many criticisms 
that had been made. He could see no 
reason why ifc was not perfectly legal and 
if it was not, let the proper authorities 
stop it. It pleased the large part of the 
baying public, and if they were satisfied 
then what is the use of opposing it? He 
found that people who were srood credi- 
tors, but who would let their bills run n. 
month or more, were paying cash. A 
large part of his trade called for the 
stamps and he was satisfied with the 
scheme. 


Fred D. Richmond of W. E. Penniman 


& Co., said that he had not given out any 
stomps since he had read the criticisms in 
different papers the last few days, having 
decided to see if any legal steps would be 
taken. So far as the business went he 
found it a good way to induce customers 
to make cash purchases. 
It had not 


brought his firm any perceptible number 
cf new customers, yet ho was satjsfled 
with it and would keep to his contract. 


John A. Rica took about the same view 


of the plan as Mr, Isbell. He said that in 
hia business it was different from others 
and that the plan in his mind was a way 
of advertising and he didn't see why it 
was not as good as any other. There was 
not a large call for the stamps at his store. 


Tbe following which appeared in Weber 


Bros ' advertisement *in this paper last 
week, expresses the opinion of Elmer B. 
Dutton of that firm on the subject: "We 
being the first merchants approached by 
this concern to take this scheme now 
located in this city and with headquarters 
in another state, deem it our duty to in- 
t'orm the public why it is not what they 
ought to encourage. 


'If you ignore the merchants who are 


trying to do a straightforward business, 
giving you your money's worth in goods, 
and buy of the firms only who have affil- 
iated themselves with this'trading stamp' 
Eclijme, and have signed a contract to 
pay over to the 'Trading Stamp' Co. for 
one year, payable every Monday morning, 
5 per cent, of their cash business, to bu 
governed by the amount of trading stamp8 
given away every week, hundreds of dol- 
lars—yes, psrhaps thousands, will be 
taken out of your city by thia 'trading 
-.tump' scheme company every week. 


" We ask you, is it right for you to help 


make money scarce in your own city? 
You do it, and you could not do it better 
if you voted that way. Furthermore, a 
merchant can advance the price of his 
good?, well knowing you exoect a 'cou- 
pon' to help get some article from this 
'Trading 
Stamp' 
company 
which 


you

would use that money for himself, and 
perhaps the city of North Adams might 
be benefited by it.
